In the circuit court at Hillsboro, III., 


on Saturday, Geo. E. Buck, Patrick 
Harris and Geo. W. Ratteabury were 
convicted of the crime of conspiracy to 
obtain money from the Wabash railway 
company by false pretence?, and were 
each sentenced to pay a fine of $500 
and costs. Buck was roadmaster on 
the 8t. Louis branch in 1877 and 1378. 
Harris was his clerk, and Ihttcnburrv 
was station agent at Litchfield.

and Harris issued a large number oi 
checks to persons, certifying that they 
had labored upon tho various sections 
of the division, and these checks were 
made payable at the Litehficld station 
and were cashed by Kattenburry, he 
signing the names of the persons in 
whose names the checks were issued, 
and affixing a mark thereto.

The Question that the lawyers 


Are Trying to Settle. 


Mrs. Scoville's Testimony. 


From th" Ro-ton Comnionwcnltli. 


We rather like the spirit of the legis- 


lature now in session to examine the 
revision of the statutes in voting again 
and a^ain to retain the three sections 
which arc relics of the anti-slavery con- 
flict. 
They were passed in IRSS, after 


the enactment of the fugitive slave law 
and the Dred Scott decision, as a pro 
leetion for fugitive slaves, and formed 
a part of the f.crsnnal liberty law. 
In 


ISM, slavery no longer existing, the 
personal liberty and kindred laws were 
repealed, but these sections were ap- 
parently overlooked. Last week the 
senate voted to strike them from the 
new code, but the house t»icc subse- 
quently, when the subject came up. re- 
fused to admit the amendment. Two 
objections were advanced to the repeal 
of these sections— one that persons are 
now sold into servitude for crime and 
debt; the other, that the sections are a 
monument tn the position which Massa- 
chusetts asserted apainst slavery. It 
seemed to be the necotd reason which 
was most weighty in the refusal to 
strike out the old law. The need for 
the law cannot be revived, doabtless, 
hit it is well sometimes to have remind 
ers of heroic days, and thoso were snoh 
when Massachusetts defied the slave 
power under the lead of the renegade 
Xew Englander, Franklin Pierce.

this morning, and at 10 o'olo ck Mrs. 
Scoville resumed her testimony. She 
described Guiteau's actions daring his 
visit to her in 1878, and laid that she 
was then convinced be was insane and 
should be out into an aaylum. 


Frequent objection* were raised by 


counsel for the prosecution to the char- 
acter of the questions propounded by 
Mr. Scoville, and a continuous discus- 
sion ensued between counsel upon the 
admiesibility of certain evidence. 
At 


times some irritability was manifested. 


"The witness does not understand 


the rules of evidence, gentlemen,'' said 
Mr. Scoville. 


"Yes, bat you are supposed to," was 


the reply. 


Witness was asked if she had ever 


before been on the witness stand. She 
replied, with much emphasis: "No; and 
I'm no lawyer either." 


Mrs. Scoville's examination was con- 


cluded, and the cross-examination was 
postponed to allow George D. Bur 
roughs, of Chicago, to testify, as he de- 
sired to leave the city. 


This witness boarded with the Sco 


villcs at the time of Guiteau's visit in 
1878, and made up his mind that the 
prisoner was cither a fool or crazy; he 
was satisfied that Guitean was unset 
tied in intellect. 


There was a brief interval before the 


next witness appeared, and Guiteau took 
advantage of this opportunity, anc 
broke out with: ''I desire to tell all 
these crank newspaper men that I ap 
pear here as my own counsel. That is 
mj answer to all silly stuff they ban 
been delivering themselves of for sorni 
days past. Some of these newspaper 
men have gone crazy. 
I appear here in 


part aa my own counsel, as I have i 
right to do under the law and constitd 
tion of America." 


No effort was made to check Guiteau 


and nil notice whatever of the interrup 
tion was taken by the court.

John \V. Guiteau, brother of the pris 


oner, was next called. He had not been 
on good terms with his brother for torn 
years, but had not a doubt of his sanit;

A "Weeding Out" of the State MlKsh 


Threatened br Qovernor tiullom. 


There will soon be lively times in the 


ranks of the Illinois National Guard. A 
telegram from Springfield states that 
Qovernor Cullom and Adjutant General 
Elliott have for some lime been consider- 
ing and discussing the status of the stale 
militia. They very clearly realize the 
fact that it contains many defects, which 
for the honor of the itate and Ihe good of 
the service require correcting. Evidence 
is daily coming to them that numerous 
organizations in many respects are of no 
possible good in their present condition.
